SQUAW MEN LOSE 


BIG LAHD CASES. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—The 


supreme court of the United States 
affirmed the decision of the Court of 
Claims in the case of Daniel Red- 
bird, the Cherokee nation, and others 
vs. the United States, known as the 
"White man's case." 


The case involved the long pend- 


ing claims of between 2,000 and 3,000 
white persons to participate in the 
distribution of the land and funds of 
Cherokee Indians because of the mar- 
riage of white men to members of 
the tribe. 
The decision, was favor- 


able to the Indians. 


The Indians strenuously 
resisted 


the claim, contending that they had 
never by law reocgnized tte right of 
property on account of intermarriage. 
In passing en the case decided the 
court of claims held that the tribal 
lands are not communal lands, but 
that whites who acquired citizenship 
by marriage prior 
to 1S75 have 


equal interests as Indians. 


In the cases of marriages into the 


tribe since that time it was held that 
no right of property had been ac- 
quired except by those who had paid 
into the common fund the sum of 
$500. The court also held that white 
husbands of Cherokee women 
who 


have abandoned their 
wives have 


forfeited all rights as Cherokee citi- 
zens, including that of participating 
in the sales of Cherokee lands.

There was no sign of my lit- 
tle steanier. She was gone competely 
and -before we left there was not even 
a ripple on ihe serface to mark the 
spot where the tomble tragedy had 
occurred. 


"I don't think the vessel was very

John O'Brien, geenral superintend- 


ent of the Buckeye Pipe Line company. 
Of lama, Ohio, was born at Forestviile, 
Chantauqua, New York, January 22, 
1863, being a member of one of the 
old, well known families of that place. 


After completing his education in the 


Forestviile academy, in 
1S78, Mr. 


O'Brien started out to make his own 
way in the world, with little -capital 
but bis health, education and energy. 
Just at this time the oil fifiClds of Mc- 
Kean county, Pennsylvania, was at- 
tracting residents of all parts of the 
union, and thither, the young 
man 


made his way. At Bradford he became 
a messenger with the Western Union 
Telegraph company, and incidentally 
learned telegraphy. He was subse- 
quently engaged as a clerk 
In the 


Bradford office of the Erie railroad, 
and remained there as clerk and tele- 
graph operator until June 1, 1880. 


He then entered the employ of the 


J National Transit company as a tele- 
graph operator at Corning, New York. 
He remained there two years, 
and 


when the Cbrning office was closed by 
the company Mr. O'Brien was transfer- 
ed back to the Bradford office. He was 
engaged at different pump stations in 
the oil fields as his services were 
needed, and thus became 
fully 
ac- 


quainted with the different fields and 
all details of the oil business. 


In the latter, prt of IS82 the National 


Transit company showed its recogni- 
tion of Mr," O'Brien's fidelity and abil- 
ity by recalling him from the field 
stations to their office at Bradford, 
then the scene of the company's great- 
est interests. Mr. O'Brien remained 
n the Bradford office for five years, 
when he was again promoted, being re- 
moved o the •: New York office, where 
he became manager of the National 
Transit company's telegraph business.

Kansas 
field. 


Upon the death of Daniel J. O'Day, of 
Lima, he became genera! superintend- 
ent of the Buckeye Pipe Line co 
pany. 


Mr. O'Brien was married to Miss 


Louise Newell, a daughter of the late 
Patrick Newell, of Bradford, Pennsyl- 
vania, January IS, 1893, and leave to 
mourn his loss, his wife, four children, 
Louise, Norman, Florence and Newell, 
and his father, Dennis 
O'Brien, of
